ICr. Millard has adopted the modern style of church music, 
and has produced a Mass which will probably be popular, at iib 
foil of pleasing melodies, and makes no approach to strict style or 
scientific elaboration. One or two of the solos are earnestly pas- 
sionate only in their opening phrases, though they aro mclodioss 
and effective throughout. The ooneerted music is well voiced, but 
presents the same excellences and defects as the solos. 

Tho thoroughly educated musician carries out his chola of 
thought, producing tho requisito contrasts without destroying Iks 
unity of idea. Bo givos thus a harmonious whole, while tho Inex- 
perienced composer crowds into tho same space only diaoouseotei 
thought with a foeblo result. 

The Mass was well snug throughout, saving a few imperfection 
necessarily attending the first performance of a new work. The 
organ accompaniment, which is sometimes quite brilliant, was well 
played by Mr. Bcrgi*, displaying great skill in tho management 
and an ample control of the resources of the instrument.
